Both contenders: are sure ,->f 
victory and despite the shortage of 
men in some everts there is little 
doubt that pos: emries will be made 
and that none of the points will go un.

track s tars the second year Feems .0 
hare the edge upon the yearlings. 
Pangman, Michael Kerr, and the two 
Ltaxlings are the nucleus of the team 
and offer a fine entry. The second year 
men have for the most time and a!) 
have had enough experience to run 
various events in a strong manner. 
The new comers however are more or 
less unknown. Consiglio is a sure win- 
ner amd as yet is uDC-ntested in the 
jyye vault. Without doubt the other 
•teams will enter men to get the second 
and third points in the event and the ! .r 
effort should be interesting to watch.

The 'brief survey of the program 
shows that the first year are making 
an organized effor. to defeat the Soph 
omores. They have a much larger en- 
try and have a wealth of sure point 
w!nners| In many events they are not 
even opposed and it is doubtful if »hc 
second year will be able at this date 
to get men out to enter the meet. Tt 
shou'd be a close score however and '.lit 
relay races apaln be the deciding fac- 
tor in the meet. 

The men who are not running to- 
morrow afternoon have been request- 
ed to turn out for practice in the 
morning. With the interfaculty meet 
on Friday there is not much time for 
these wanting a place on the college 
team to get into trim and Coach Van 
Wagner who win be at the track in 
the morning is most anxious that all 
the men who are planning to enter 
the time trial on Friday be out to- 
day. 

Saturday morning some of the run- 
ners were sent through their paces 
and the results were good. Patterson 
and Rubin both showed up better 
than had been expected and with the 
final weeks training they will make 
good times at he meet at Kingston. 
Kennedy who is expected to be well 
up with the high point winners !n 
the coming meets is also geting back 
to form. Gaboury was going over On. 
bar in his consistant manner and this 
pole vaulter should give Francis a 
good battle in the intercollegiate 
fixture. 

The training tat le will sart at the 
Union tonight. The men who are 
expected to be there have already 
been notified and should be there. 
This is the first definate step In 
the selection of a team and owing to 
the wealth of materiial has not been 
an easy one. For this reason the men 
who are not as yet selected should 
not feel they have been neglected but 
they will be given a final opportunity 
to show there true worth In the In- 
terfaculty meet. The list for thW meet 
will be posted soon and should druw 
a very large group of runners.

INTERFERENCE PLAY GAVE 

DARTMOUTH EASY VICTORY 

AT HAN OVER ON SATURDAY 

Green Squad Piled up a Score of 52 McGill Came Close to Scoring Often Little, 



Brown, Bazin and Philpotts Starred for McGill Dooley, Oberlander and Rob- 
inson Were Best for Dartmouth Dartmouth Have Heavy Well Trained Team. 



BofoiV a. crowd of nearly seven 
thousand people, the Dartmouth Col- 
lege Rugby Squad decisively defeated 
tht McGill Senior Rugby Team on 
Memorial Field, last Saturday by the 
score or 52 to 0. It was a clean-cut 
victory for the A.merlcans, who, dur- 
lng most of the game had things en- 
tirely their own way. The strange 
rules proved a serious handicap to 
the Rod and White team, further 1 
than this th c Green squad were much 
■upcrlor in all departments of the 
game. The Dartmouth team had a 
commanding advantage In weight.— 
they were probably fifteen pounds 
heavier per man— which they used 
at every opportunity. However It 
was the interference plays that 
caused tho downfall o? McGill. In 
this department of tho game, Dart- 
mouth was supreme. Every play wa 3 
timed to the fraction of the second, 
and the Dartmouth line have an in- 
terference play that absolutely pre- 
vents a man from tackling the run- 
ner. In fact, it is almots impossible 
for the opposing linemen to see the 
hall carrier at all. Tho Interference 
play works something like this. The 
"whole line move g down the field 
bowling over the opposing line and 
the ball carrier simply runs behind 
unmolested. The only men who can 
get near him at all are the second- 
ary derense. The Dartmouth squad 
also used the forward pass to great 
advantage, sometimes making as 
much as 50 yards with this play, al- 
though often a forward pass was in- 
tercepted by a McGill man. Because 
of their great Interference plays, 
Dartmouth made yards on the front 
down almost successively. With 
Dartmouth in possession of thc 
ball, it was a steady march down the 
field for a touch. 

The McGill squad concentrated 
their attention on making end-runs 
and In this they werb to a degree 
successful. The Red and White backs 
nlso pulled off some pretty forward 
passes, which completely surprsed 
the Americans and were good for 30 
to 40 yards. However straight bucks, 
i generally failed, owing to the solid 
front of the Green squad.

Dartmouth won the 
toss and kicked off. Little returned 
and Dartmouth got possession on 
McGnTfl fifty yard line. Then time 
after time, the Dartmouth hacks 
made yartis owing to the help of their 
great Interference play and f nally 
Hail, the Dartmouth hack, went 
over for a. touch. It was not con- 
verted. Dartmouth 6. McGill 0. 

Hughes caught the kick-off and 
ran back 20 yards. Soon after Dart- 
mouth got possession on a fumble. 
Again the Dartmouth squad plough- 
ed down the field, making 5 to 10 
yards each time. Robinson went over 
for Dartmouth's second touchdown. 
Dooley failed to convert it. McGill 
lost the ball on a fumble again, and 
again Dartmouth marched down the 
field. Oberlander went over for 
the third touch but failed in a Jield 
goal in converting. Dartmouth was 
making yards practically at will and 
had the ball most of the time. Little 
and Bazin were bringing down the 
Dartmouth men, as the first line 
could never get near the ball carrier 
to tackle him. Bazin brought down 
Oberlander 1 with a neat tackle from 
bohind after he had received a 45 
yard forward pa'ss. It' was à nice 
play on the part of the McG.'ll quar- 
ter. Dartmouth fumbled and Phil- 
potts felt on the ball and soon after 
the quarter ended. Dartmouth IS Mc- 
Gill 0. 

The second quarter began with 
Robinson, Hall and Oberlander mak- 
ing yards consistently. Oberlander 
went over for the fourth touch. 
Dooley then ran 30 yards on an in- 
terference play. At this po : nt nine 
Dartmouth men were changed. 
Dartmouth had about 45 or 50 men 
in reserve on the bench. Dooley fall, 
cd in a field goal and McGill got pos- 
session. McGill made their first 
yards soon after. Bones then threw a 
20 yard forward pass to Philpotts 
which brought loud applause from the 
crowd. L'ttle failed in a field goal 
and Dartmouth In turn- faited in a 
forward pass. The period ended soon 
after. Half time. Diii'tmouth 34. 
McGill 0. 

llanna caught the kick-off and ran 
back 20 yards. Parker blocked Hughes 
kick and Dartmouth got possession on 
the 15 yard line. Dooley threw a for- 
ward pass to Tulley for a touch. The 
ptuy seo-sawed and when Dooley kick- 
ed, the McGill back fumbled, lîjorkman 
falling on the ball. Dartmouth then 
made a wonderful criss-cross play and 
Oberlander ran over the line for a 
touch. Pooloy converted it by a field 



goal. Dartmouth 37 McGill 0. Soon 
after, Bones pulled off one of the 
prettiest plays of the afternoon. Little 
Intercepted a forward pais and ran 20 
yards. There was only one man be- 
tween Llttl eand a. touch, but the Dart, 
mouth hack succeeded in hringlng th« 
McGill ca ptain down . The quarter end- 
ed with Dartmouth 38 McGill 0. 

Dartmouth pulled off another forward 
pass, Oberlander to Robinson, which 
resulted in a 25 yard gain. Little 
brought down Robinson. On an inter- 
ference play Robinson made a touch, 
which Dooley converted hy a field goal. 
Dooley was doing some nice kicking 
Dartmouth fumbled but recovered, 
and Robinson each made a 25 yard run. 
in converting the touches. Oberlander 
Hughes and McCombe brought down 
Robinson afte rhe had run 25 yards. 
Robinson threw Dooley a forward pass 
which Dooiey caught over his shoulder 

with one hand running at full speed 
for a touch. It was the prettiest play 
of the afternoon. Dooley kicked a field 
goal to convert. Hughes ran back 15 
yards when Dartmouth kicked-off. 
Little threw Gordon a forward pass 
that was -good for 20 yarUs;' PhilpubtS 
made 20 yards more on an end run- 
when he received a pass from Little. 

Hughes kick failed but the ball was 
recovered. The game ended soon after.

A doinllorl nnnlysls of finger prints 
nnd tho human hand wns fnndo Inst 
night at tho weekly meeting of tho 
People's Forum of Montrcnl, In tho 
Church of tho Messiah, when Dr. S. 
E. Whltnnll, M.A.. M.D., B.Ch. 
(Oxon) M.R.C.S.. L.R.C.P., pro- 
fessor of botany In the faculty of 
Medicine, delivered nn uddross on 
"Tho Human Hand nnd Finger Prints." 

Dr. Whltnnll, in his fascinating dis- 
cussion of n, subject of Intorost alike 
to criminologists nnd students of ana- 
tomy, dwelt with great emphasis on 
tho positive source of Identification 
that the dollcnto markings on tho Jyu- 
mnn hnnd nro. mid with tho aid or 
lantern slides developed tho various 
■phases of the subject to nn interesting 
nudiencn. He scored palmistry as be- 
ing most uncertain, stating that tho 
lines of tho hand hart no more to do 
with tho Ufo of a person than tho 
creases on his coat nt the fore-arm. 

Briefly passing over the* 'human hnnd 
and Its development and service to tho 
body, Dr. Whltnnll told of the vari- 
ous means by which persons might 
bo Identified. .Thcro were photo- 
graphs, tho features of the Individuals, 
and other outstanding characteristics, 
hut none wero as certain as tho fin- 
ger markings. 

For a. full hour the speaker told of 
tho types of finger prints, of the vari- 
ous means employed by experts in 
distinguishing botwoen thorn, and tho 
seeming similarity that exists in the 
web-like structures at. tho finger tips. 
Dr. Whltnal) particularly emphasized 
that tho shape of the lines were 
formed bofore birth and remained in 
unchanged shape until the skid had 
totally decomposed after death. The 
prints of the foot are in every way as 
much a means of identification as 
those of the hand, the doctor stated. 

Tho trade mnrk carried by every 
one at Ihe end of his fingers is prov- 
ing not only valuablo in the pursuit 
and location of criminals, but can 
also be used on passports, in tho re- 
cognlton of persons killed or injur- 
ed in accidents, and 'even' in signing 
choques, for the finger, print is a sig- 
nature which cannot be forged inany 
way. 

Rev. S. B. v %now, of the Church of 
the Messiah, presided, and a well- 
sized audience gave Dr. Whitnall à 
most cordial reception. 'As is the cus- 
tom "0 all forum meetings, the audi- 
ence w as permitted to ask questions 
of tho speaker, and these were ail 
speedily disposed of *>y Dr. Whitnall.
